nal, I will make one of my own. Who gave the 
article to the Milwaukee Daily Sentinel f 
Mon- 


nignor Bcin.M, or his secretary, which is the same 
thing. This is what the Milwaukee paper calls 
"entirely credible authority.?' I will begin by 
declaring that I hold that authority entirely sus- 
pteiouvand '" i'a statements entirely false. 1 
wish the reader to observe the Jesuitical, foxy 
character of the -whole article, for it is written 
with such art that if its authors were-called up 
in judgment before a Court, they might take an 
oath that it is true in all its parts, although, in- 
stead of this, it is totally false. 


It is said by the writer that the Austrian com- 


mander carefully prevented the information of 
the arrest and execution of BASST, knowing that 
the Archbishop would never have permitted 
putting him to death. That is trtie. So one ex- 
pressed more profound regret and displeasure 
ibr the tragical occurrence than the Archbishop 
himself.

but Governor; and 


the Archbishop of Bologna, who is here Jostiit- 
ically made to perform a part under a double 
sense, or mental restriction, is Cardinal CAIILO 
OITIZZOSI, who was really kept in the dark con- 
cerning the fact; until it"was all over, and bit- 
terly and to the utmost of his ability deplored 
it when informed of it. This is the way in 
which the events of Italy are recounted to Amer- 
icans by these Papist gentlemen, in order to de- 
ceive the whole world respecting the pretensions 
of the Pope. 


Now let us turn to the merits of the article in 


its parts. U«o BASSI did not belong to the Sand 
of GAIHUAI.W, but to the Legion of GARIB.II,DI^— 
The name baml.(banda) is given to robbers, as 
tribe (nrda) is applied to savages and barbari- 
ans, like the Anstrians, at the head of whom is 
the coward-priest of Jlome and Governor of tho 
Legations, Monsignor BEnrsi, who entered. Bo- 
logna in triumph. Here are the true priests of 
the Gospel!! Then in the Legion of the bravest 
among the brave of Italy, BASSI was numbered, 
not as a soldier, but as a chaplain. 
No- one 


dreamed that BASSI was a soldier. He dressed 
in a color entirely dark, although differing from 
the other officers of the Legion. ( which was prac- 
ticed by other chaplains of thu. game Legion,) 
and2 which, for particular reasons, exceptional 
for the GARIBALDI Legion—reasons which, as 
Chaplain-General, I found good, and established 
by my approval. In snch a dregs BASSI was al- 
ways recognized as chaplain, by friends and foes; 
in sitch habiliments he attended the -wounded of 
the French, by whom he was made prisoner, bat 
immediately set at liberty beoawn he was a chap- 
lain; in such habiliments he preached iu San 
Lorenzo, in Lucina, (a church in Borne) at the 
funeral of the generous Colonel ATAKABA, in his 
quality as a chaplain, and nut at all a soldier. 


It will now he plainly seen that the article in 


the Milwaukee Sentinel was written or furnished 
by a priest, who pretends that a plausible rea- 
son was found for killing BASSI, because he was 
not dressed in a sotlana, and.did not wear a tri- 
angular hat. By this logic, all the Cardinals, 
Nuncios, Archbishops, and Bishops, who now-a- 
cliiys go about in England and the United States 
in pantaloons, overcoats and round hats, ought 
to be shot for being laymen and not priests, as 
they do not appear to be such from the general 
aspect of their garments. The Anstrians there 
found BAS-«, in their town, deserving shooting, 
because he wore a sword, forgetting that militS- 
ry chaplains, in time of war, are authorized to 
carry one, (although I never availed myself of 
the privilege,) and the Austrian code obliges 
them to have one. From these arguments, what 
is the only consequence that, can be deduced? 
That priests and Austrians wished that B.\sst 
should die at nny rate. Hence the frivolous pre- 
texts to assassinate him, which are made a legal 
ground of accusation to consummate the mur- 
der ! 


The holy article-writer of Milwaukee, assures 


us that Monsignor BEDINI, although Governor of 
Bologna, knew nothing of the arrest and execu- 
tion of BASSI, until after the fact. Risum tf.nca- 
tit ? That would certainly not be said in Italy, 
and least of all, in Bologna ; but it has been 
said in America, hoping that the distance of 
about sis thousand miles would give free scope 
to imposture. 


The Anstrians were in Bologna not on their 


own account, but on the business of the Most 
Holy Father; they were there not as conquerors, 
but as allies, as Christian auxiliaries, and there- 
fore could act only subordinately. Monsignor
